CHARLES P. STEINMETZ 


• The death of Steinmetz, the electrical wizard, is of 


much more than ordinary interest. He was a remark- 
fible man from every point of view we might look at ! 
him. With more than ordinary limitations he suc- 
ceeded in pushing himself into the front rank of the 
World's scientific geniuses. 


Everything was against him. His deforniily 


fcandicapped him physically. His social and politi- 
<jal views made him an exile from the land of his 
birth. His poverty was so great that it was almost 
insurmountable. Yet with all these handicaps he 
forged to the front, and accomplished a great good for 
the world of humanity. 


His great passion was work—work which would 


bring some good to men. He was not at all interested 
jn money. It is said that he never received a salary. 
1MI he asked for was enough to live upon. Where he 
might have piled up millions as a result of his in- 
tentions, he died without any estate. 
--; We are inclined to wonder what may be happen- 
ing at this very time in shutting out immigrants. 
Here was a man who surely would not have been per- 
mitted to get any farther than Ellis Island were he ar- 
riving today. It is a question whether amid the limi- 
tations and restrictions of the old world he would 
have been able to develop his genius. His contribu- 
tion has not been as manifest as that of Edison, who i 
has given us the incandescent lamp and the phono- j 
graph: but those who know of the work of Steinmetz ,1T5 
teU us that no man has made a larger contribution to j 
electrical science than this miidThandicapped man j 
has made, 


In the life of Charles P. Steinmetz there is a les- j 


son for American youth who are inclined to feel that' 
tie day of opportunity is over. And surely there is , 
a lesson for those whose greed has been so great that I is 4 
they only would make their genius count in terms of j 
money. Steinmetz loved work for work's sake, not I 
f&r the money there was in it. And the world honors 
him today, not only for his genius, but more so for 
his willingness to surrender- all to the common good. 


Economically and politically he was a socialist, 


•while giving his life to the greatest of American cor- 
porations. A number of times he ran on the socialist 
ticket for office, and perhaps fortunately for him he 
was never elected.
